Germany is now in the grip af 
storms and in many places, Including 
Berlin, there have been heavy falls of 
snow, 

Railways Blocked, 

In France and southwest Europ: 
the railroads are shut up in maay 
places and these sections are com- 
pletely isolated, so far as telegraph!

ACTION UNDER SHERMAN ANTITRUST ACT 


If National Association Decides to Take Out Injunctions Against 
Players Federal Will Fight Them in Courts on the Ground 
That They Maint ain a Black List 


Hy Bulletin Leased Wire. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec, 30 
—That organized baseball will be 
attacked as a trust under the 
Sherman anti-trust law as main- 
taining a black list, in case any 
injunctions are sought to restrain 
players under the reserve clause 
from playing with the Federal 
Teague, was indicated in a state- 
ment issued today by Ed. E. 
Gates, of this city, counsel for the 
Fedcral League. 

“Any baseball club that at- 
tempts to secure an injunction,” 
said Mr. Gates, “to restrain a 
player from playing in the Feder- 
al League must come into court 
with clean hands. Otherwise, no 
matter what contract they may 
acek to enforce, and no matter 
how binding on the face thereof 
such contract may be, the court 
will decline to enter into the 
merits of the case and dismiss the 
bill in equity at once. 

Two Propositions. 

“The national commission, if 
it goes into court, will in:mediate- 
ly be confronted by two very 
serious propositions, First, is 
the trust not a violation, within 
the meaning of the Sherman anti- 
trust act, and is not in fact # 
black list maintained. 

“There is no doudt in the mind 
of anyone, we take it, that organ- 
ized baseball, under the so-called 
national agreement, has in the 
past monopolized the baseball 
business, and not only by at- 
tempting to crush competition, 
but by tying up by contract the 
professional baseball club and 
players of the United States, from 
the largest down to the smallest 
Minor League club, and that the 
bull player cannot play ball with 
any competitor whatsoever. 

“Do the clubs operating under 
the same maintain black lists. 
This proposition, which must be 
presented to, and determined by 
a court before it will enter into a 
consideration of the reserve 
clause which complainants will 
attempt to enforce in a court of 
equity.”
